We  have  ip>  doubt  that  the  way  of 
safety  will  be  found  through  a  multi 
tude  of  coiisellors^  Discussion,  even 
though  sharp,  will  lead  to  doing  of 
the  right  thing  at  last  Some  <-{  our 
Fairview.  frieiids  so m  t(i  think  that 
The  (Jitizen  is  opposed  their  having 
greater  school  facilities.  Such,  how 
ever,  is  not  ihe  case.  In  Bloomfield 
there  can  1*.-  hut  olio  opinion,  namely : 
that  every  child  should  have  fullest 
oportunity  of  attending  the  public 
schools.  The  questi->i«,  is  not  what, 
but  how,  or  perhaps  where.  There 
is  a  limit  to  'the  iiiultiplhjatiou  of 
school  buildings.  Convenience  must 
not  lx-  had  at  the  expense  of  efficiency. 

It  is  im|M*ssible  "for  everyone  to 
have  n  school,  a  church,  a  grocery 
store,  a  bakery  or  a  blacksmith  shop, 
next  dour,*  although  on  some*  ac¬ 
counts  these  things  might  l>e  desira¬ 
ble.  It  is  necessarily  the  misfortune 
of  some  to  live  at  a  distance  from  the 
doctors  or  the  bakers,  but  the  remedy 
is  not  in  the  indefinite  multiplication 
of  doctors  and  bakers. 

We  understand  from  the  communi¬ 
cation  of  Mr.  Pilch  that  the  discussion 
at  the  .Berkeley  School -house  led  t<- 
just  this  sort  "f.  conclusion.  When 
the  matter  was  fully  canvassed  the 
souuu  j«.Jcco»ent  of  the  meeting  could 
lead  nowhere  else.  ^ated  in 

that  meeting  the  aceomiuodafiou* 
i  of  Berkeley  Sdiool  house*  were  insuf¬ 
ficient  for  those  desiring  to  enter  (and 
is  not,  in  our  opimou,'  theVrecfioiTo^ 
a  school  building  at  We^tsessin, 
k  Fairview,  but  either  to  relieve  the 
Berkeley  School  by  changing  territo¬ 
rial  lines  or  enlarging  the  building. 

We  do  not  think  there  is  any  need 
for  alarm  on  the  part  « »f  parents,  for 
the  Board  of  Trustees  is  fortunately 
comp. wed  of  some  of  the  l*-st  aud 
wisest  men  in  the  town  and  it  is  im 
jxtfwibk*  that  they  should  not  give  a 
full  hearing  and  then  make  a  decision 
in  accordance  with  Sound  judgment 
aud  the  best  interests  of  all  concerned.
